Suspicious Death Inquest bv the Coro-
ner.

From the evidence adduced before the jury
it appears that the deceased, who ia quite In-

temperate in hia habits, on the 29th ult, be-

came engaged in a quarrel with a man named
Jacob Frank, who keeps a coffee-bou- some-

where on Sycamore street. During the affray
he received a severe wound on the forehead,
which, although it did not fraoture the skull,
waa aufhoient to induce the authorities to hold
an investigation. Immediately after the oc-

currence he waa taken to the Commercial Hos-

pital, where, after having suffered nntil day
before yesterday, from the beating he reoeived
and a delirium, superinduced by hia excessive
use of liquor, he died. '

blows Inflicted upon hlru by Jacob Frank, in
